Can the Church Live on Half the Gospel? 


widespread awakening of religious people to questions 


t A 
of social justice puts the church into a position contrasting 


in a rather marked way with its attitude a few decades ago., 
The situation calls for the exercise of tact, frankness and ec- 
celesiastical statesmanship of a high order. 


The former emphasis of church life was upon individual 


sin. Absent from its consciousness were the great communtiy 
problems of wealth, poverty, graft and land monopoly which 
arebrot into the foreground by Jesus and the Hebrew prophets. 1 
A generation ago these questions were held to be "worldly mat- 
ters," pertaining to a political and civic sphere of life which lay 
apart from the concerns of religion. 
A sharp line was drawn 


between the "sacred" and the "secular." The Church present-i 
ed itself to the imagintaion as an isolated citadel of heavenly 
righteousness in the midst of a ruined universe. Sinners were 
exhorted to forsake iniquity. 
; 


But the Church did not raise the great community issues 


brot forward bv the Gospel of the Bible. As Bishop Charles D. 
Williams, of the Episcopal diocese of Michigan, writes, the 
Church of those days preached ''a narrow and petty round of 
ethics and the minor moralities of purely personal conduct, 
respectabilities, good form, technical pieties and ecclesiastical 
proprieties." And the Church paid the logical penalty in de- 
creased attendance, loss of enthusiasm and lack of popular sup- 
port. 


Today all this is changing—not primarily thru the will and 


intent of man, but thru the vast, insurgent operation of the 
Holy Spirit flooding the Church with the subtle tides of a new 
insight. The tones of the ancient Hebrew prophets ^nd of Jesus 
are beginning to be heard in the pulpit. The profound civic 
issues emphasized by the Bible, and long strangely ignored, arc 
now deeply affecting religious thot. 


The failure of the Church to advocate the full Gospel of 


the Bible was involved in a deep misunderstanding of Hebrew 
history and an almost total misapprehension of that mighty 
religious warfare which, after prolonged struggles, elevated the 
worship of Jehovah to supremacy and overthrew the cults of 
Baal and other heathen gods. This great conflict, which rever- 
berates thru the Bible, and thunders out from Hebrew history 
across the ages, has been interpreted by the church a^ a 
theological dispute between two schools of religious thinkers, 
one of which proclaimed that there could be but a single exist- 
ing God, Jehovah; while the other held that the Baals, whom 
its opponents declared imaginary and fictitious deities, were ac- 
tual and real gods. 


The foregoing conception of the Bible warfare is what we 


have been taught in Sunday school. Nevertheless, it is clearly 
inaccurate, as is now being shown by the combined pressure 
of modern biblical scholarship and the 7iew social awakening.. 
The real significance of the conflict between Jehovah and the 
Baals is not that of a theological warfare, but that of a struggle 
between justice and injustice in the common life of Tnen. 
This 


tremendous fact has been obscured by the churchly emphasis 
jlpon theological dogma. 


The books of Judges and Samuel show us that the Hebrew 


nation of biblical times came into existence at the point of inter- 
marriage and assimilation between two earlier, parent races—- 
the Jsraelties from the desert of Arabia, and the Amorites of 
Canaan. The Israelites, like all wandering, unsettled peoples, 
believed in common rights of land, democracy, justice and 
Jarotherhood; while the Amorites practiced the contrary system 
of land monopoly, aristocracy, slavery and graft. The one sys- 
tem of life was represented by the worship of Jehovah; the 
other by the cult of Baal. 


When these two parent races combined so as to produce 


the Hebrew nation, the worships of Jehovah and of the Baals, 
together with the social ideas and tendencies characteristic of 
«ach, continued to stand. Society was presently divided into the 
rich and poor, the grafters and the oppressed. The unjust cus- 
toms of the Amorite Baal system began to crowd out the more 
humane customs identified with the ancient Jehovah system of 
&the Arabian wilderness. The uprising of the people under the 
;foad of the prophets was fundamentally a struggle on behalf of 
justice against injustice. It was not a theological conflict in the 
Modern sense at all. And the final victory of Jehovah over the 
Ba als, of the one God over a multitude gods, was, in reality, the 
first great victory of the plain people in the history of the world. 


* 
This is the real meaning of Bible religion, when looked at 


~S froni the historical and sociological points of view. And so far 


\<astR'e Church has emphasized individual sin to the exclusion of 
\eornmunity problems, it has failed to catch the .spirit of the He- 
brew prophets and of Jesus Christ Himself. 
The Church has 


been content with preaching half the Gospel. 
We need both 


the individual and the social emphasis. Not until the Church 
comes out boldly proclaiming that religion is -vitally concerned 
with the establishment of justice here on earth will'the Church 
enter in^o its rightful heritage of leaders-hip and power.—Louis 
Wallis in The Advance.
